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From Our Own Correspondent,
Naw Yorx, Aug. 16, 1870,
Yhe Ice Question,

It is not easy to learn the entire truth with
reforence to the ice question, the subject is so
slippery. The majority of ice-consumers in
New York suffer under the suspicion that they
are being swindled, and nothing that the Prosi-
dents of the two rival lee companies do can
remove this suspicion. The cause of complaint
is that the price which private consumers are
obllged to pay for ice is #1°50 per hundred, and
that there l& o rumor of the luxury's going up
to $2 per hundred, or to just five times the price
asked for it last summer. To fathers of families
such figures are distracting. Buch a state of
things i2 almost as bad as it would be to put
a tax on sleep, for ice in sunmmer
may be described as o sort of [frigid
dream to whose enchantment the stomach never
tirea of delivering itself. That dream, however,
was sadly shattered this summer. The ice that
has been ehoved upon private consumers in New
York has been of that equivoeal c¢haracter
known as enow-ice, and the avernge price of it
has been four times as great as that charged a
year ago. The Presidents of the Knickerbocker
and the Washington Company protest that
they are as inuocent as the babe unborn. With
those who belleve in the doctrine of original sin
the proteatation will not go for much, since it iz
not contrary to that doctrine to hold that the
embryo containg a good deal of incipient de-
pravity. Those presidential gentlemen, whom
I have mentioned twice already, likewise declare
that the false newspaper rumors with respect to
a contemplated rise in the price of 1ce have
pricked the ice-dealing Yankees, from whoin we
obtain the article, into making extortionate de-
mande. Hence it 18 no longer possible for the
ice companies in this city to obtnin Kennebee ice
at eight dollars per to The Kennebeckers
see, by extracts from the New York papers, that
the New York ice-dealers are making inordinate
profits, and the Kennebeckers themselves wax
proportionately greedy. “Go to!” say they.
“‘Now let us sell ice at 10 a ton.” And behold
they eold at %10 a ton ice which it costs the
New Yorkers 815 a ton to import. And that is
the reazon why the crystalline gelidity is now
carted round ot 150 per hundred. ‘That's
what's the matter with the metropolitan Haunah!

Mr. Jefferson’s Opening Night.

I have never seen Mr. Jefferson play belore a
larger, more intelligent, and more enthusiastic
andience than that which last night waited upon
his performance of *'Rip Van Winkle.” Although
[ confess to a crowing feeling of weariness with
80 long a repetition of the same thing, however
perfect, yet I also confess that Mr. Jefferson
portrays the character with no diminution of
delicacy or force. If he has made up his mind
to remain an actor of one characier, and to let
a noble ambition be lost sight of in the desire to
make money, it must at least be acknowledged
that he rests his claims to consideration upon a
role in the delineation of which he puts some
of the rarest gifts to use. 1 freely
own, however, that I have no respect
for the character of **Rip,” and but little sym-
pathy with it. T doubt wheth~r any right-
thinking person has guch a respect and sympa-
thy. In their enjoyment of the perfection of the
art with which Mr. Jefferson photographs the
character, the vast majority of Mr, Jeffersons
admirers lose sight of the moral worthlessness
of the character itself. The sympathy lavished
upon such incorrigible ‘‘ne’er-do-weels” ia not
altogether a healthy sympathy. ‘“‘Gretchen”
might, to be sure, have chosen a fiver night in
which to have put him out ol doors, but her
spirit had been sorely tried by years of deecep-
tion and broken promises on the part of her
worthleas husband. Let us not give all onr
sympathy to the vagabond and drankard. His
easiness of nature was very different from
goodness of nawure, and does not deserve to
be exalted into a virtne. It  would
have been a great deal belter for every one,
himself included, had he boen less easy with
himself. Mr. Jefferson is certainly responsible
for not 50 modifying the character as to make
purer and wiser the moral lesson which it is
capable of teaching. But how many actors, I
should like to know, make It the habit of their
lives to connect a moral purpose with the prac-
tice of their art? And yet [ can see no reason
why the stage should continue to be much more
atjvariance with such a moral purpose than lite-
rature is.

His Reaponse (o0 Diarnell on the P on of
Englinnd—‘Armed Noutrallty* and the Duiles
of Nentrads.

We published recently the specch of Mr. Dis-
raeli in the English Parllament on the condition
and prospects of the country in relation to the
glrcnem. war, At a subseqtient session the Prime

inister replied to the ex-Premier., The follow-
ing is am abetmet of Mr. Gladstone's remarks: --

In the character of mediator, when a cempiaint
of France was made, we 80 far admitted the justice
of that complaint, although without ever admitting
that It wonid have warranted (n our view a resort to
arms, that we thought for the sake of the peace of
l:'.'umpe. and under all the circumstances of the case,
that the nomioation of the Prince of Hohengollern
ahr uld be withdrawn, For that purpose the British
Government (nterferad, and my noble friead, alded
doubtiess by aimilar eflores from other quartera, was
suecesstul in procuring that withdrawal, And [ need
not say that it was a deep disappointment to us,
when, aftey the nomination had Leen set before us
as the canse of the existence of danger, and that
cause 80 declared had disappeared from view, we
found the horizon was not clear. We then endea-
vored to improve the position of matters betwean
those two great States by suggesting to France, who
had given us o title to make such a saggestion, that
sghe conlid not be justified in demanding from Prus-
Bla an engagement which was to cover all the un-
¥een contingencies of the future with reapect to the
throne of 8pain and the Prince of Ifolenzollern.
We represented to Prussin at the same time that it
was but just that as the King had been associated
with the nomination 8o he should responalbly and
visibly associate himself with the withdrawal. On
the gide of Prussia that parpose was gained, though,
perhaps, 1= first reception by Count Bismarck had
not been favorable. On the slde of Franve |t
was put aside by the occurrence of the Incldent
to which the right honorable gentleman has alluded
in no unbecoming and inapplicable terms—the mei-
dent of that supposed (nsuit to the representative of
France which, a8 far a8 we have since been in-
formed, appears to have vanished in thin Aair,
(Hear, hear.) We then, 4s 4 last attempt, aade our
appeal to that protocol of Parig, walch we had
always thonght remained as a noble monument of
Boe el pdvance in clvibzation, as an acknows
ledgment of a publie authority n Christendom,
which was to be entitled to exercise a control over
the passions, the cuprices—uay, over the strongost
convictions even that mizht be entertained by parti-
cular States, Thoat appeal was declined by France
a8 unsuitabie to the case, It was received by Pras-
sin with the declaration that France had taken the
initintive fn the war, and that under such circum-
stances It was impossible for Prussia to take the inltia-
tive lu recommending mediation. So we arrived at
the outbreak of war, and the right honorable geutie.
man now asks 18 what s our position in respect to
that war. Our pesition I8, as he has traly sgid, that
of a neutral, 1shall presently allude to the phras:
that he used when he sald that we ought to observe
an srmed neutrality, (Hear, hear.) As faras [ know
the historic meaning of that phrase, it {8 eminentiy
unsoitable to the present cirevstances,  An armed
neutrality, if 1 remember the instances to which the
phrase has been authoritatively applled, imports a
disposition of mind wery far, lodeed, from that
which we hope we may still ciaim without reserve —
an nnequivocal friendiiness to hoth parees in this
unhappy contest, (Hear, hear,) 1 cannot admit
thint an armed peutrality is a proper phrase, and
1 regret that it has fallea from the Mips of the
right honorable gentleman. 1 am sure that what
the right honorable gentieman means {8 that
we should discharge the duty of neutrals, which
has no variety of purpose whatever, and that
we ehould establish sach n state of things
that we shall be competent to fulill whatever duatles
may attach to us. Looking at the matter In that
point of view, we have considered the duties of
neutrals, and we have done our best thus far to fulil
them. Those, indeed, arc not easy duties, They
are dutics which the most sanguing of statesmen or
the most aanguine of governments can hardly hope
to fultll in such a manner as not to give offense on
one side or the other, and probably on both. We
had that migfortune 0 the case of the great conflict
which devastated the continent of North America.
It mny be that we shall have to enconnter it again,
but whatever care, Jdlligence, patience and temper
can do for the purpose of averting even the slightest
misunderstanding by means of au anxions discharge,
aecording to the best of our light and Knowledge,
of every duty incumbent upon us, I am quite sure
the country may anticipate with contidence from
mg noble friend who holds the seals of the l'oreign
Ofllce,

The right honorable gentleman hns referred to the
Puhllcatlon this day week of a docuament termed
‘Project of a Treaty Between France and Prussia,”
That was a document of u grave and serions charac-
ter, and we cannot conceal from ourselves that it
gave o considerable shiock to public confidence. It
may be sald that we eught to feel indebted to those
who brought it to light. (Hear, hear.) We have
endeavored to take inte view the wbole of the eir-
cumstances before us, up to the time of which 1 now
speak, and we have algo endeavored to adopt such
measures In relation to them as we think, on the
whole, best calculated to establish the poerfect con-
gdence and security which are so necessary to
the well-being of Europe outside the sphere of
this deplorable conflict. And now, sir, I come to
the charge which hag been made by the right
honorable genticman. The right honorable gontle-
mMan puts many a question tn respect to rthe state of
our establishments, and he likewise arralgons the
policy of the Government, He thinks he has now
reached an occasion on which e has the right, and
considers it his duty, to charge us with having pur-
sued a policy of reduction that has weakeped the
defensive means of the country—(opposition cheers)
—and that we are now compelled to retrace onr
steps. (Renewed cheering.) 1 meet the right honor-
able gentleman with as emphatic a contradiction--
(Ministerial cheerd}—as the forms of Parilament will
permit to the assertion on which he founds the
charge. We refer with satisfaction to the redactions
that have been made; we are glad that we have
been able to lessen the burdens of the people—
(hear, near, from below the gangway)—and we
are speclally glad 1o have been able to afford that
rellef, because we contend, aad we think we can
prove, that in the midst of all that rellef and all that
reduoction there has been no diminution whatever;
but, on the conirary, thers has béeen a husbanding

| amd an increase of onr real domestic avallable force,

By comparison with our preédecessors I think we
stand the test; but I admil that there in a higher
standard than such a comparison. The deepest re-
sponsibility 18 imposced on those who, at a period like

{8, are charged with the conduct of afairs, Her
Majesty's government have matarely weighed what
the country requires, and we now submit to Parlia-
ment the resnlt of our deliberations in the bellef that
what we ask 18 caloulated to (it us for the discharge
of our duty, to enable us to maintain such a digni-
fled and friendly position as will carry with it no
susplcion, and will not, nnder the ideaof securing
safety, Introduce new elements of danger and dis-
turbance; to glve us the best hope we can possess
of accomplishing that which i8 the object nearest
our hearts—npamely, to maintain intact the charscter
and fame of England while this unhappy war shall
continue, and possibly at some blessed moment to
be, either alone or along with others, the chosen
bearers of & message of peace. (Chears,)

How It Works with Loulsville Beer-Urinkers.
The Louisville Jowrnal of Monday says:—
Several days ago the Chief of Police announced

his intentlon of enforcing what is known as the

Sunday law in this city, commencing with yes-

terday, Early in the morning yesterday the

ealoons of the city were opened as usual, and
about ten o'clock the police visited them and
rcauoﬂted the proprietors to close. This they

did promptly, and at 11 o'clock Third street was

crowded with thirsty beer-drinkers, who appeared

to be spolling for only one gluss of lager, They
amused themselves by knocklng on the doors of
the various establishments where the beverage
is nsually sold, but there was no admittance.
About noon, however, it was quletly whispered
around that a back door “‘up yonder" was
opened, and in o short time one of the most
popular establishments on that strect was
crowded with people; but how they got In no
outsider conld tell. Afier a while the front door
was opened slightly to allew egress, and the
rugh was so great that it became necessary to
open two doors, untll findlly they were all
opened and business began as usual, Other
ealoon keepers noticing that their nelghbor had
opened his house also opened theirs, and at two
o'clock in the afternoon the beer business was
even more flourishing than wsual. The saloons
where ‘‘John Barleycorn” s considered the best
drink remained closed for the better part of the
day, and some of them were closed during the
entire day, but these were few and far between.

Tuverns where bars were atlached were allowed

to keep open, but an order was given not to sell

whisky or other drinks; but this, In some cases,
was totally ignored, and one well versed in the

appearance of Louisville on Sunday could R:;:-

celve no change in this respect during the after-

noon.
